Q. How can I stop the paint on my house from peeling? 


A. House paint usually peels because of moisture col- 
lecting underneath the paint film. To keep house 
paint from peeling, the moisture problem caused by 
leaking gutters, rain getting into the ends of siding 
boards, into cracks around windows, etc., must be 
corrected first. Caulking becomes important here.

How can I keep paint from “skinning” over in a 
partially used can? 


Before putting the lid back on, get as much paint 
as you can out of the recessed lip around the top. 
Then, be sure the lid is fastened tightly. (It’s air 
that causes paint in the can to develop a film.) If 
more than half the contents have been used, it’s 
best to ‘pour the remainder into a screw-top jar until 
the paint comes up to the brim. Then put a piece 
of aluminum foil over the top of the jar, and screw 
the lid on tightly. When using paint from a partially 
filled can, always remove the hardened film on top, 
stir the paint thoroughly, and then strain it to re- 
move any particles of thickened paint. (An old 
nylon stocking is great for this.) 


We have an old mahogany piano which I have an- 
tiqued white. It is turning pink in spots. What hap- 
pened? What can I do about this? 


The old mahogany finish contained a stain which is 
coming up through the new coating. If the spots are 
small, you may be able to cover these areas with 
Dexall Stain Cover and re-glaze over these touched- 
up spots with some of the same glaze you used for 
antiquing. It would probably be better, though, to 
cover the whole piano with Dexall Stain Cover and 
re-antique it, base coat and all. 


We have an older home. The woodwork is oak, and 
has darkened with age. Is there any way we can 
update our woodwork without stripping off the old 
varnish completely? 


- To really “update” your woodwork, paint it with

Certain woods such as walnut, oak, mahogany, 
chestnut, ash, have an “open grain” that should be 
filled with a paste wood filler to smooth out the 
surface before the finish coats of varnish are applied.
